Cases Pending in U.S.A. 


COMMITTEE BULLETIN 
GIVES HISTORIES 


NEW YORK.—The July Bulletin just is- 
sued by the American Committee for Pro- 


tection of Foreign Born lists the case his- 


tories of 34 people held for deportation, 
31 of whom are being defended by the 
Committee, orf charges of being in the 


country “illegally,” being a “public charge,” 
for political opinion and for having com- 
mitted and served sentence for crimes in- 
volving “moral turpitude.” 

In its introduction the Committee says: 

“The cases listed in this. Bulletin give 
only a glimpse of the toll of human lives 
and the destruction of civil liberties, which 
the enforcement of the deportation laws 
entails . . . In 1935, 8319 persons were de- 
ported from this country by force; and 
7978 others left voluntarily when threat- 
ened with deportation. In the last 20 years 
about 200,000 people have been ejected 
from the United States.” 

Among the cases listed are many who 
fled the tyrannies of Fascism in their home- 
land, came to the United States for safety 
and now face deportation. Other anti-Fas- 
cists face persecution if returned to their 
homeland.

balanced variety. Add broths and gruels 
as desired by the patient in order to give 
sufficient food value.

I 
promise not to come into the kitchen except 
when someone is sick. 

Milk Snake—Mix two tablespoons sugar, 
¥ teaspoon vanilla, and one cup of milk in 
a Shaker or glass fruit jar.. Add shaved ice, 
Fasten cover and shake well. When milk 
is frothy, pour it into tumbler and serve at 
once. 

Albuminized Milk—Beat one egg-white 
until stiff, then add two tablespoons cracked 
ice, '4 cup of cold milk, and a pinch of salt, 
Beat until well mixed. The same recipe can 
be used for albuminized water. 

Whey—Heat 3; cup of milk to lukewarm 
temperature, and add \ teaspoon of rennet 
or essence of pepsin. Set in a warm place 
firm. Turn into a strainer covered 
two thicknesses of cheese-cloth and 
set in a cold bowl. Cut the curd with a 
knife and let stand until the whey has 
drained from the curd.
